The railroad board refused the peti­ 
tion last week bolding that union offi­ 
cials elected by employes of the road 
had a right to treat with the m anage­ 
ment on questions of wages and work 
ing conditions.

“All America has never failed when 
committed to a common

Hoover, the first session of the con­ 
ference adjourned until 3 p. rn, 
Both Harding and Hoover em pha­ 


si z ed that tile situation m ust never be 
solve*# by the giving of government 
alms from tile public treasury. 
Tile president made it very clear 
that the federal treasury must not he 
called upon to relieve the situation. 
He insisted that the remedy lies in 
the co-operation of capital, labor and 
the public. 
America, he said, is now suffering 
from a war inheritance which was in­ 
evitable and prompt mitigation is im­ 
perative. 
America 
is 
fundamentally 
sound, financially strong, industrially 
un im pared, 
commercially 
consistent 
und politically unafraid. 
There ought 
to he work for 
everybody 
in 
the 
I tilted States who choses to work and 
our conditions ut home and our place 
in tile world depends on everybody go­ 
ing to work in pursuance with that 
patriotism ami devotion which makes 
for a happy people, President Harding 
sulci. 
Co-operative service to the unem ­ 
ployed and not charity m ust be the 
aim of the conference Secretary Hoov­ 
er declared in a brief speech outlin­ 
ing the program in a general way. 
Hoover said “there is no question 
but that we are on the economic up­ 
grade. 
Every sign Indicates that we 
have 
passed 
the 
lowest 
economic 
point. 
“The present degree of unemploy­ 
ment can not continue if your moral 
and economic system is to siiufive," 
he said. 
Outlining the general program of 
the conference, Hoover said the first 
task is to get facts about unemploy­ 
ment, as to its volume, distribution 
and character, because these proposed 
questions now depend on the weight 
of the problem. 
Next, he said, the immediate need 
tor the c oming winter m ust be coped 
with, 
Th** restoration of commerce 
and unemployment generally to nor­ 
mal 
m ust lie assister*!. 
Preventative 
measures 
against, 
recurrence 
of 
“acute reaction which resulted in un­ 
employment is also a vital part of the 
work,” Hoover said. 
Hoover said the quickest way to get 
results would lie to organize at once 
a working committee to take up the 
various phases of the problem in a 
general discussion. 
In accordance with the resolution 
passed by the conferees Hoover named 
a perm anent committee 
to 
prepare 
the conference program, 
selec t 
the 
committee and assign them to various 
phases of the unemployment problem. 
Julius Barnes of Duluth, represents 
Minnesota on that committee.

Nor in this comparison is any allowance made for depreciation 
of the automobiles, which one might guess should be written from 
cost down to zero in a period of five years.

There is in this view of the case no hint of objection to the own­ 
ership and use of automobiles by farmers. 
They are entitled to all 
that they can get out of the pleasure car consistent with a reasonable 
consideration of economy. 


But the money must first come from somewhere. 
Agriculture 
is the foundation of all prosperity— if the money is not forthcoming 
from soil crops there will be no money for luxuries. 


Increased prosperity means that the farmer must make more 
and better crops, increase the production— at the same time reduc­ 
ing the production cost. 
This means that power must be used — 
Tractors and Trucks to bring about the greater production and to 
lower the costs.
